1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 1 21 : 

A. Claims 1-8 are drawn to dynamic control diffraction grating comprising a 
voltage dependent phase varying material classified in Class 369, subclass 109.02. 

B. Claims 9-14 are drawn to an information read/write apparatus using a 
three-beam method for separating a beam, classified in Class 369, subclass 44.37. 

C. Claims 15-20 are drawn to a tracking servo operation in an read/write 
apparatus and read & write modes of a recording medium using one-beam method, and 
controlling cross-talks contained in read information classified in Class 369, subclass 
44.27 and 47.17. 

D. Claims 21-26 are drawn to an information read apparatus for separating a 
beam of light emitted from a light classified in Class 369, subclass 47.16. 

Inventions A and B are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions 
in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1 ) the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and
